Tt i is the citadel of the forces 
that corrupt litics, promote povee’ and crime 
degrade the Nation’s home life, thwart the wi 
of the people, and) deliver our country into the 
hands of rapacious class interests. All laws that 
under the guise of regulation legalize and protect 
ne traffic or make the age age share in its 
ll-gotten gaims rae Hy ‘vicio in principle and 
powerless as a rem 

We declare“anew ad the entire suppression of 
the manufactare, sale, importation, exportation, 
and transportation of alcoholic liquors as a-bev- 
erage by Federal and State Jegisiation, and the 
full powers of the government should be exerted 
to secure this result. Any party that fails to 
recognize the dominant nature of this issue in 
American politics is undeserving of the support 
of the people.

After the Eighth Informal Dinner “The 
Need of Elevated Roads in the City and 
Their Effect on Property” Brings Forth 
Words of Wisdom from tthe Astute 
Dealers in Lots and Acres—Declared to 
Be the Only Method of Intramural 


Transportation. 

The Real Estate Board’s eighth informal din- 
ner was given last night at the Hotel Metro- 
pole. The subject of discussion, after the last 
course on’ the menu had been served, was 
“The Need of Elevated Roads in Chicago and 
Their Effect on Chicago Real Estate.” George 
Birkhoff acted as Chairman and made the first 
address. In substance he said: 


To make a large. growing, and prosperous city, 


i are absolutely necessary: First, an 
pel. thon of pure water ; second, perfect drain- 
age, and third, rae transit to conneet outlying 
districte with the heart of the city. 

That Chicago is in need of pure water is evi- 
dent, and te, who" that steps willsoon be taken 
to supply this increasing want. Perfect drainage 
may be expected in the fature, ifnot in the near 
future. Rapid transit has also made its appear- 
ance, and we may say with confidence that it has 
come to stay. Although yet 1n its infancy, it does 
not require a prophetic vision to predict that 
within a few years every section of this vast city 
will enjoy its comforts and benefits. 

Rapid transic affeets the health and comfort of 
the citigens to @ extent, and is far more 
reachiiig iat ite than people generally sup- 
pose. Horse and cable cars do not furnish’ rapid 
transit such as is neededin thie busy and time- 
saving age, and other means of rapid communica- 
tion must be provided. 

As the population increases more horse and ca- 
ble cars are required, which brings xbout a con- 
stant increase.in the congested coudition of our 
streets, and thereby prohibits the rapid move- 
ment-of these cars in the down-town districts, 

That a radical change in our system of’ trans- 
ferring people is requ is evident to any per- 
son who sees the crowded condition pf our streets 
and cable cars, which do not ‘furnish the neces- 
sary speed nor make any attempt to provide for 
the fort of passengers. 

Owina to the peculiar fact that all our rail- 
roads enter the very heart of our city some meas- 
ure of rapid transit has been secured through our 
suburban train service, and this has been the 
means of building up our spleadid suburbs, which 
are a source of pride to every Chicagoan. 

Suburban Service Faulty. 

What this suburban railroad service has done 
for the health and welfare of thousands, who 
have found cheap homes outside of the city 
proper, and who have forevef abandoned city life 
in crowded and unwholesome tenements, needs 
no comment in a gathering of real estate men. 
Yet any one familiar with the demands and enor- 
mous growth of our city is well aware that these 
suburban trains can only reach certain sections. 
But few railroads can afford to lay tracks to be 
exclusively, devoted to suburban service, and 
bence are unable to furnish a sufficient number of 
trains to supply the constantly increasing de- 
mand for better and quicker service. Railroad 
stations are far apart, which, together with the 
fact that trains only run at certain. intervals, 
means the loss of much valuable time. 

The only solution for rapid and unobstracted 
travel through our city is elevated Toads. 

What elevated roads have done for New York 
they will do for Chicago. 

In New York they have transformed into splen- 
did residence property districts far removed from 
the business centers, anid have been instrumental 
in relieving to some extent the crowded « ondi- 
tion of tenement houses. 

In addition to the need of elevated roads there 
is also a crying need for elevating the present 
steam railroads tow entering the heart of our 
city and nog the lives of thousands of our 
citizens every. day, 7 

It is not my desire to discuss elevated roads to 
any extent, the subje 5 is almost inexhaustible, 
and in order to give the gentlemen, who have 
kindly consented to speak on this topic, a fa’ 
opportunity, I will close my remarks to leave the 
subject in better hands. 

Edwin F. Getchell followed, He said: 


Rapid Transit All-Im portant. 


There is no question agitating the public mind 
of our great cities today so much as that of rapid 
transit. Inthis pro@ressive age we are compelied 
to be rapid. “Timeis the essence of the con- 
tract,’ and “time ismoney.” When we consider 
the time it takes us to reach the heart of our city 
by means of surface travel, and the congested con- 
dition of ‘our business district, it is evident from 
the outstart thatsurface roads will never so. ethe 
problem of rapid transit. That being the case, what 
means of transit can’we adopt that ‘vill accom- 
modate our city? Upon investigation® we find 
that there are but two rem ‘ies—vi: : that of un- 
dergronund and! ‘ elevated railways. Unques 
tionably the lat | wilt always be the most pop- 
ular system oft | al, since it is truly said that an

The City Should Také Hold, 


What the City of Chicago requires is that the 
rapid transit question should be treated with 
finality. She must grapple with the probiem.as a 
whole. If private companies can obtain fran- 
chises torun any kind of road on any of otr 
streets without regard to the whole problem, 
there wiil be as hopeless a tangie as if the lines 
of the streets had been left ta the fancy of the 
builders. I claim that the city is responsible for 
the congested condition of the business center 
and for the poor transportation facilities which 
we have today. 

Why should not the city take as much pains in 
planning for a grand elevated system which 
should accommodate and connect all three divis- 
ions of the city, thereby serving the citizens and 
taxpayers, as it does in the laying out of streets 
aud the paving of same and of its park and drain- 
age system? It should set aside certain streets 
that. could be utilized for an “LL” struct- 
ure. It should fla the grades at which the 
various structures should pass, where they are 
to cross, and all the details necessary to penfect 
harmony. It should exclude from the center of 
the business district all surface cars, and should 
insist that the present elevated road should build 
a loop aronnd our business center without inter- 
fering with the vehicular and pedestrian traffic 
of the streets, so that the business-men could be 
accommodated. 

The style of structure, however, for this loop 
should be one that would the least obstruct the 
light and interfere with the street traflic. An 
elevated road should be conspicuous where every 
ane could see and use it. 

It was the lack of rapid transit that compelled 
the construction of our twelve to eighteen story 
buildings, and the result of so many high build- 
ings in our business cénter has probably concen- 
trated more people than can. be found in any 
other given space in the world. 

The rapid growth of Chicago can be traced to 
the building of our cable roads, which was as 
much of an improvemént over the ‘old system of 
horse-cars as the elevated system is over the 
cable. . 

Found to Be Profitable. 

I gave as my fourth reason why an elevated sys- 
tem of railway was demanded <in this city the fol- 
lowing: ‘Because it is the only true way of 
equalizing values of real estate within the city 
limite, distance being annihilated by time.” ‘It 
foliows that if youcan bring the outlying prop- 
erty in quick communication with the heart of 
the city the values should enhance in pro- 
portion to the time saved over the old’ method of 
travel, and it is a well-known fact that rapid 
trausit and cheap fares.increase population, and 
values of realestate must keep pace with the 
growth of the city. ' 

I believe that Chicago will witness the same 
relative advance in real estate values contiguous 
to elevated roads as was the case in New York 
along the line of her ‘* L”’ roads. 

I cannot close my remarks avithout congratu- 
lating the South Side on the excellent service 
afforded by the Chicago and South Side Rapid . 
Transit company and compliment the manage 
ment of that road in overcoming the innumerable 
obstacles forced upon them. Chicago business 
men, famous the world over for their enter- 
prise and financial ability, have been slow and 
stupid in realizing the value and importance of 
intramural transportation for this ‘city, and it 
required New York to furnish the money to make 
it a success, and it now looks. as though New 
York was going to supply the money to build the 
Metropolitan Elevated road on the West Side, 
and other lines of elevated road which are sure 
to be built in this city. 

Let us hove that our own capitalists will not 
only have the sagacity to encourage additional 
building of élevated roads, but that their money 
will control and reap the largs profits which will 
inure to the benefit of the stockholders.

. Sweden, Switzerland, Spain, Italy, and else- 


where, and all of thuse veseéla, with one or 
two exceptions, are. owned ‘and managed on 
the other side of the. Atlantic. The 
cash paid down by these tourists. 
and carried with thém for  prelim- 
inary expenses, must be increased by an al- 

lowance of perhaps $10 per day each,-which is 
drawn on letters of credit since they landed, 

this amounting to 8emé $400,000 per day spent 
by the-forty thousand.people, or $3,000,000 a 
week, in foreign hotels, railways, and shops. 

The last few weeks have witnessed a perfect 
rush across the ocean by men and women, 
each of whom is anxious to spend abroad as 
much of the school and university vacation as 
possible, and they will be followed by tens of 
thousands of others of the more leisurely class, 
who generally have more money to spare than 
have the educators. Taking it all. together it 
is probable the total expenditures by travelers 
from.the United States to Europe and return 
this year will amount to ($100,000 000) a hun- 
dred million of dollars. 

All this is paid in gold, or its equivalent. 
The tourists do not ship wheat, corn, cotton, 
hog products, or petroleum to meet the ex- 
peuses of their journeys, Whether they own 
the funds or borrow them » the money has to 
be paid on the other side of the ocean in gold, 
and sent from this side therefor, uniess there 
be a balance of trade in our favor which per- 
mits someof the cash to be retained here in pay- 
ment for our surplus produce shipped abroad 
by other than the tourists, But it has previ- 
ously been shown by’ i'azg Tarsune that what 
would otherwise constitute such a balance in 
our favor often goes'‘to pay the costs of trans- 
portation and handling our foreign commerce, 
nearly all-of which is done by the foreigners. 
It was shownsin discussing the balance sheet 
for the year ending twelve. months 
ago that the figures would not jibe 
with the facts unless by remembering that our 
imports are reported on the basis of their val- 
uation in foreign ports and are understated to 
lessen the payment of duties, and that we have 
and that 
ourexports are stated in the values on this side 
of the water. All this makes an addition of 
not far from $150,000,000 on the foreign busi- 
ness for the year in transportation, banking, 
commissiogs, insuranee,“‘and the other ex- 
penses of the transaction, nearly’ “all: of 
which are paid to Europeans because they do 
most of the carrying and banking business of 
the world. 

Adding all these facts together we shall see 
that it is possible to send abroad the present 
year over a hundred million dollars’ worth of 
property more than we are credited with re- 
ceiving and yet have fo export gold ito pay 
balance of trade agajist us, without any ref- 
erence to what Austria ur any other country 
may wish todo in the premises. If in addi- 
tion thereto we remember that a vast amount 
of foreign investments in this country draw 
interest, which also must be paid in gold, we 
have a still wider gap that can be mentally 
bridged without the necessity of alleging sales 
of our securities to account for its existence, 
Shall we ever get rid of the apparently ever- 
lasting drain and adyerse balance of trade 
now piled up against us in the shape of a 
billion of our securities held abroad? 
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APPARENTLY at the instance of Senator Peffer 


‘of Kansas the Treasury Department has com- 


piled.szome statistics of the cost of printing 
and handling paper money which is redeeined 
in coin-on demand, During the ten months 
ending with last April an aggregate of 9,840,- 
000 sheets was issued, each sheet consisting of 
four notes. The aggregate face value of the 
“money ”’ was -$191,512,000, and the cost of the 
same in the bureau was $489,826. .This cost 
includes an allowance for spoiled sheets, 
stated to be about 5 per cent. But besides the 
total above noted there is $65,601 for cost of 
paper mandfactured in the government mill, 
2,665 fur expenses in the division of loans 
and currency, $27,426. for expenses in 
sealing, separating, and issuing, and $28,- 
726° for shipment of notes at the 
rate of 15 cents per $1,000.. The total 
of all these items.is $614,246, or at the rate of 
one-sixty-fourth part of:a dollar for each note 
issued, It is fair to presume that this informa- 
tion will be used"by the industrious Peffer as 
an argument in favor of using irredeemable 
paper “money” only, to the exclusion of 
specie, either gold or silver, He may be ex- 
pected to plead that the paper money corts 
the government but a fraction of a cent per 
dollar, while the silver costs it nearly 70 cents per 
dollar; therefore it is foolish to use the latter 
in any way, even for small change, when the 
paper if made first ‘** would answer all purposes 
at so much less expense to the government,”’ 
Of course the little difference that silver and 
gold coins are real money, while papér cur- 
rency is only promises to pay monéy, and 
when if is not redeemable in coin it becomes 
worthless, is of too little importance to be 
taken into account by Peffer and fellows of 
his kidney.

He Retracts None of His Home-Rule Utter- 
ances of 1886, 

Lonrpon, June 30.—Mr. Gladstone addressed 
an enthusiastic audience: in Edinburg today.

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In Collision Bei the Trave Jane 22—The 
Chief Officer of the Fated Vessel Crushed 
to Death—Capt. Hurlbert and Nineteen 
of His Crew Rescued—The Accident 
Happens During a Heavy Fog—Bravery 
of the Trave’s Crew Commended—Story 
of a Survivor—No Blame Attached, 


| Lowpow, Jane | 30.—The North German’ 


Lloyd steamer Trave, Capt. Reimkasken, 
from New York June 21 for Bremen, arrived 
at Southampton early this morning. It had 
on board Capt. E. F. Hurlbert of the British 
ship Fred B. Taylor, from Havre, May 12, for 
New York, and ninéteen of the ctew of that 
vessel, 

The Trave reports that it was in collision 
with the Fred B. Taylor June 22 in latitude 40° 
north, longitude 69° west. The accident ov- 
curred at 6 o’ciock in the morning during a 
heavy fog. The Taylor was so badly dam- 
aged that it was presumed on board the Trave 
that. it sank shortiy afterwards. The chief 
officer of the Taylor was crushed 
to death and Capt. Huribert, who 
was on deck at the time, had his legs injured. 
Quite a‘heavy sea was running, and when the 
Trave lowered its boats to go to the res- 
cue of the imperiled men oil was used 
to prevent the seas combing. The Trave was 
hauled up to windward of the wreck and its 
boats were thus under its lee in going down to 
the wreck. 

The passengers on the steamer had been 
aroused by the shock of the coilision, and 
nearly all of them were on deck. The Trave’s 
carpenter at once sounded its wells, and 
awhen it was found that it was making no 
water the excitement among the passengers 
subsided, and every.one watched the manning 
and lowering of the small boats with the most 
intense interest. | 

Went to Rescue the Wrecked Sailors. 

The lashings of the tarpaulins were hastily 
cut away, the falls were manned, the boats 
hfted from the shocks, the davits swung out, 
and their crews took their places in perfect 
order. | There was po confusion. Every man 
knew his place and the moment the boats 
struck | the water the falls were cast. off, the 
boats shot away in the direction of the wreck, 
and were soon lost to sight in the fog. They 
were gone but ashort time when they re- 
turned with Capt. Hurlbert and nineteen of 
the crew, including the stewardess. 

A newspaper representative had an inter- 
view with one of thé survivors of the acci- 
dent. He says that when the Taylor was at a 
point 260 miles from New York a dense fog 
set in. Suddenly, about 6 o’clock in the 
morning, a huge steamer, which it was after- 
wards learned was the Trave. crasbed into the 
Taylor. Capt. Hurlbert was on the bridge at 
the time and one watch was below. Among 
the watch below: was Mr. Woodley, the chief 
officer. He was crushed to death at the 
moment of the collision. The _ car- 
penter of the Taylor was drowned. 
The Trave -immediately hove to and 
lowered its boats, which pulled down to the 
Taylor and took off the remainder of its crew. 
‘The stewardess, the only woman on board the 
Taylor, was thrown’ into the sea at the time of 
the collision, and when she was rescued by 
the crew of one of the Trave’s boats she ‘was 
nearly drowned. ; 

Saved. Nothing but Their Working Clothes. 


The officers and crew of the Taylor had no 
time to attempt to save any of their effects. 
They brought out from the wreck nothing but 
the working clothes they stood in. Better 
clothing wassupplied them by the Captain of 
the Trav, 

Just before the Trave arrived at Southamp- 
ton.a meeting of the passengers was held in 
the salaon. Col. Mitchell presided. Resolu- 
tions were adopted highly commending the of.- 
ficers and crew of the Trave for placing their 
lives in danger to save the lives of those on the 
Taylor. 

The Trave was only slightly damaged about 
the bows. The damage was repaired on the 
yoyage. The crew of the Taylor has been in 
refuge at the Sailors’ 

According to the story of the survivors men- 
tioned above, but one of the Captain’s legs 

was hurt. It was crushed. 

The Trave was going at full speed when it 
dashed into the Taylor. It struck the ship 
admidships and cut it completely in two. 

Capt. Hurlbert, in an interview today, con- 
firmed the story of the loss of his ship as told 
above. He added that it was impossible to 
ey Y here the fault lay, if any one was at 

ault 

Another report of the loss of the Fred B. 
Taylor says that the Trave cut its way right 
through the middle of the ship, half of it fall- 
ing to starboard and the other half to 
po In an interview the  stew- 
ard of the Taylor said it was 
fortunate thatthe ship was built of wood. 
Had it been an iron vessel every soul aboard 
would have been drowned. As it was, when 
the yessel was/cut in half, the two parts stood 
upright in the, water, as the ballast in the 
holds emptied itself in the sea. This gave the 
rescuers from the T'rave time to reach the 


wreck. 

New York, June 30.—[Special.|—The 
report of ‘the Nord Deutscher Lioyd 
steamer Lahn making it certain that 
the, crew aboard the Trave belonged 
to the Fred B. Taylor caused great, joy 
in one Brooklyn home today. Capt. Thomas 
W. Churchill, father-in-law of Capt. Hurlbert 
of the Fred B. Taylor, told Mrs. Hurlbert of 
the accident and of the safety of her husband. 
The fears entertained by Capt. Churchill had 
been carefully kept from her unti! the safety 
of Capt. Hurlbert was assured. Mr. Hinchen 
of Boyd & Hinchen,. agents of the 
Fred B. Taylor, was loath to express 
any) opinion! concerning the accident. He 
said it was too early to ' think of a suit for 
damages, which would have to be brought in 
a German cowrt. The amount of the insur- 
ance on the ship is not yet known, The E. L. 
Boyd, a sistet ship to the Fred B. Taylor, was 
rundown in 1889 and wrecked by the Rolf 
near the same point where the recent collision 
occurred.. Two steamers, the Spaarndam 
from Rotterdam and the Croma from. New 
Castle, which arrived today, passed the wreck 
stern of the Fred B. Taylor June 29. The 
Spaardam reports it in latitude 40 degrees 23 
minutes north and longitude 49 degrees 7 
minutes west; the Croma reported it in lat- 
itude 40 degrees 40 minutes north and .lon- 
gitude 69 degrees 5 minutes west. lt is danger- 
ous to navigation.

News of More Battles Received—Chile Im- 
poses Duties on Nitrates and Jodines. 
[APROIAL CABLE. 

Vatpararso, Chile, June 30.—Later news 
has reached here of the bombardment of the 
City of Porto Alegre in the Brazilian State of 
Rio Grande do Sul, The gunboat Marajo 
sailed up the lake and opened fire on the 
city. The Castilho forces quartered in the city 
were not prepared for the attack and, with the 
opening of hostilities, began preparations for 
the repulse of the attacking party. The land 
forces, under command of Gen. Velasquez, 
opened fire from the shore batteries. At the 
same time the gunboats Enrique Diaz and 
Camosin began firing from the lake. It is 
believed the esatow will be captured before it 
reaches the ocean.

The Chilean. Chamber of Deputies has 
adopted a dill imposing duties on nitrates and 
iodines. The rate fixed by the measure is 71 
pence per metric quintal for nitrates, and 23 
pence per kiloon iodine, The revenue thus 
raised is to be applied to meet thirty-day 
London drafts in paymert for the coupon 
debt, which amounts to $6,000,000 annually. 
The government will take bilis on London in 
payment of duties. The amourit necessary to 
be raised to meet the government obligations 
is based on 30 per cent of the total output of 
17,000,000 quintais of nitrate, which amount the 
nitrate syndicate agreed to put out annually. 
Mclver’s statement shows that the actual in- 
come from this tariff should be $63,000.000 
and expenses $51,000,000. In case of deficit 
on the part of the nitrate syndicate the gov- 
ernment has ample security. It holds valua- 
ble lands of the company situated in the 
southern provinces, property in Valparaiso 
and Santiago, and also the nitrate beds of 
Tarapaca.

Two -Parties Leave for the Poorman Race 
and Springfield Meet. 

Before sundown this evening most of the racing 
menin this city will be on their way to Spring- 
field to look ovet the track where the contest for 
the State championship will be held. Such of 
them as are not track men will turn towards the 
East and compete in the famous Poorman road 
race outside of Cincinnati over a course which is 
eighteen and one-tenth miles long. Yesterday 
morning Van Sicklen went East. Tonight he will 
be followed by Robert Thorne and Rhodes. These 
mep will maintain the right and title of the West 
to the.claim so frequently made for it, that they 
have some of the speediest road riders in the 
country.

WISCONSIN’S NEW APPORTIONMENT BILL. 


Democratic Measure Passes Both 
Houses of the Legislature. 


Mapisox, Wis.,; June 80.—[Special.]—The 


The 


Democratic Apportionment. bill came to its 


final passage today in both Houses of the 
Legislature. It was passed in both cases by a 
strictly party vote—63 to 30 in the Assembly, 
16 to 11 in the Senate. The first sensa- 
tion of the day in the Senate was the ntroduc- 
tion of a resolutidn by Senator Phipps asking 
for‘an explanation by the Governor of his 


conduct in calling a special election to fill a 
‘vacancy caused by .the death of Senator 


Greene in the Twenty-third Senatorial district 
and not d¢mihg special elections in 
the Assembiy districts of Wood and Clark 
celinties. where vacancies had alsé occurred 
from the same reasen.. An explanation was 
at last received from the Governor to the ef- 
fect that he had been notified of the necessity 
of a special election mm one case and not in the 
other. The Republican minority on the 
Apportionment committee next tried to 
secure until 3 o’clock p. m. in which to make 
their report. This request was granted, but 
when submitted to the assembly in the form 
of a joint resolution was- overwhelmingly 
voted down. At 3 o’cluck in the afternoor 
the Democratic apportionment bill came 
up for discussion in the Senate. 
Kidd tirst having _iptro- 
duced thé report of the Kepublican 
minority, Senators Phipps, Taylor, Maine, 
and Clawson in turn opened fire for the Re- 

ublicans. Senator Taylor stated that he had 

een told by the Democrats that nothing the 
Republicans could say in the matter would 
have any effect, but he intended to have his 
say allthe same. He showed up the inéqual- 
ities in the bill, showing atmorng other in- 
stances how, with a Senatorial unit. of 
51,000, reauired by the Supreme ‘Court 
decision, the Seventeenth Senate District had 
a population of 65,952 persons and the Fourth 
Senate District only 30,732. Senator Phipps 
quoted freely from the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court. The other Republicans mep- 
tioned followed inthe same strain. Senator 
Kingston offered a defense of the bill to the 
effect that the Republicans had been unjust in 
their apportioninents in the past, and 
it served them right. Senator Maine an- 
swered by saying that one wrong never justi- 
fied another. and that the Democrats must 
remem ber that they were supposed to be rep- 
resenting the whole -people. Senator Kidd 
remarke that the Republicans, what- 
ever else they had one, had never 
acted directly contrary to the rules laid down 
ina Supreme Court. decision, -The Legisla- 
ture will adjourn sine die at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row morning. The Democrats claim as the 
result of this apportionment a majority of two 
in the Senate, with fourteen doubtful votes, 
and a majority of nine in the Assembly.

Union meetings are held day 
and night and on the streets crowds of men 
congregate to discuss grievances, which have’ 
been maimy the employment of non-union 
men.

More 
than this it cannot do, and if the supporters of 
tne bill fail to get a ‘vote within that time, 
their chances will be gone so far as: original 
legislation in the House is’ concerned. Tid. 
ing Senators who are friends of the Exposituon 
hope that the bill will pass the House as aa 
original measure. Otherwise, they say, if the 
Senate originates it, objection will be made 
by Senators who do not care cA an ad- 
ditional ‘appropriation charg up.to the 
Senate. These objections will not keep the 
— from doing what it thinks jis just to the 

alr. 

The Pettigrew committee to ay venoreed: 
back Senator Palmer’s bill, with the recom- 
mendation that it be reterred to the Appro- 
priation commiteee and made an amendment 
to the Sundry Civil bill. This is as much as 
the Worla’s Fair committee coulddo,; and 
is an indorsement ofthe measure. If the 
emergency arises the Appropriations commit- 
tee will report the bill as amended to the 
Sundry Civil or some other appropriation 
bill, bus for the reasons given above its mem- 
bers think that the House should act first. 

The billas reported from the Pettigrew com. 
mittee in its main features. has few changes 
from the bill which is now on'ithe House 
calendar. Instead of coining 10,000,000 half 
dollars the phraseology is changed so as to 
read $5,000,000 in half-dollar coins; 

The Sunday arneudment, however, is sorhe- 
thing radical. It provides that ‘‘ the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. shall not) be opened 
Sunday,” thereby assuming the absolute 
authority of Congress over the fair, There was 
a lively discussion in committee on this. ecb 
There were six in favor of Sunday closing, 
and tw» against it, with several absentees, the 
majority of whom were known ‘0 | favor shut- 
ting up the Exposition one day in the week. 
The members of the committee who voted in 
favor of.Sunday closing were: Pettigrew, Cul- 
lom, Félton, Hawley, Colquitt and Kenna. 
Those against it were: Vest and Cameron. 

Chairman Allison of the Appropriations 
committee has already-been given notice that 
the fight will be made for Sunday closing 
when the Sundry Civil bill eomes up with its 
provision for the current expenses of the Fair.
